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Message  from  the  Dean

It  is  a great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  tell  you  about  the  many  recent 
developments  at  your  alma  mater.  As  you  will  see,  Livingston  is 
still  pursuing  its  progressive,  innovative  approach  to  education  and 
social  service. 

The  most  exciting  news  concerns  the  college  self-study.  Emerging 
from  a staff  task  force  to  plan  for  Livingston  in  the  year  2000,  the  self- 
study  is  employing  a process  called  "stakeholder  analysis"  in  which  all 
of  the  college's  constituents  give  input  to  the  thinking  and  planning.  We 
are  conducting  open-ended  focus  groups  among  students,  staff,  faculty, 
parents,  alumni,  trustees,  and  the  central  administration.  The  process  is 
being  managed  by  a steering  committee  on  which  representatives  of  all 
stakeholder  groups  are  represented. 

As  most  of  Livingston's  innovations  have  fortunately  been  incorpo- 
rated into  standard  procedures  here  in  New  Brunswick,  the  College 
needs  to  move  to  its  next  set  of  frontiers.  Alumni  involvement  is  key  to 
this  process.  Those  of  you  who  are  further  away  will  be  receiving  a 
questionnaire  to  complete  and  return.  Those  of  you  who  are  closer  will 
be  invited  to  one  or  more  of  the  alumni  focus  groups  here  on  campus. 
Please  get  involved.  You  may  be  the  College's  most  vital  resource. 

In  commemoration  of  the  quincentennial  anniversary  of  Columbus' 
voyage  to  this  hemisphere,  Livingston  offered  a highly  successful  mis- 
sion course  entitled  "Beyond  Columbus:  Myth  and  Meaning  in  the 
Building  of  America".  Designed  to  raise  new  questions  and  explore  old 
ones  from  different  points  of  view,  the  course  was  organized  by  Professor 
Marta  Bermudez-Galleos  of  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  Department. 

Not  only  did  the  subject  matter  introduce  new  ideas  and  perspectives  in 
reviewing  established  teachings  about  the  'discovery  of  America',  but 
the  course  design  was  pedagogically  innovative.  Specialists  from  inside 
and  outside  the  university  gave  lectures  on  their  specialties,  in  small 
proup  informal  settings,  and  cultural  activities  in  association  with 
Native  American  and  Latino  organizations  embellished  Professor 
Bermudez's  lectures.  Students  want  this  course  to  become  a permanent 
^art  of  the  curriculum. 

This  past  summer,  the  College  launched  the  W.E.B.DuBois  program 
or  high  achieving  high  school  students.  Aimed  at  African  American  and 
Latino  students,  the  summer  residential  program  provides  intellectual 
stimulation  and  scholarly  support  through  offerings  of  college  level 
courses  and  extracurricular  activities.  Not  only  is  this  program  a service 
to  the  community  but  it  is  consistent  with  the  College's  mission  of  aca- 
demic excellence. 

This  fall.  College  staff  developed  and  taught  a course  called 
'Strategies  for  Academic  Success'  for  students  on  academic  probation. 

We  combined  small  workshops  for  group  counselling  and  advising  with 
arge  lectures  on  topics  like  careers  and  time  management.  While  the 
results  of  our  structured  evaluation  are  not  yet  available,  we  decided  to 
take  the  students'  unstructured  advice  and  offer  this  as  a non-credit 
'advising  course',  for  new  first  year  students  next  fall. 

You  may  have  read  or  heard  about  the  security  problems  on  campus. 
Jnfortunately,  a few  incidents  received  a great  deal  of  publicity,  making 
-ivingston  appear  less  safe  than  other  Rutgers  University  campuses  or 
other  urban  universities.  The  incidents  did  require  urgent  action,  but 
^ivingston  is  in  fact  safer  than  most  campuses.  Paradoxically,  the

Gym  Becomes 
Fitness  Center 

Finishing  touches  are  being 
made  on  a $1.4  million 
renovation/addition  pro- 
ject for  Livingston  Recreation. 
The  newly  expanded  Livingston 
Recreation  Center,  formerly 
known  as  Livingston 
Gymnasium,  includes  a new  fit- 
ness center,  conference  room, 
main  entrance  and  office,  staff 
offices,  and  wellness  center. 

The  new  Fitness  Center  occu- 
pies a large  part  of  the  new  space 
in  the  facility.  New  weight 


machines  from  the  Paramount 
and  Nautilus  lines  were  pur- 
chased for  the  room  which  also 
has  free  weight  equipment.  In 
addition  to  five  Lifecycles  and 
two  rowing  machines,  the 
Fitness  Center  also  has  four  new 
alpine  climbers.  A new  sound 
system  and  air  conditioning  add 
to  making  Livingston's  fitness 
center  a greatly  improved  facili- 
ty. 

Both  men's  and  ladies'  locker 
rooms  have  been  renovated  and 
expanded  with  increased  locker 
space  in  both  areas.  Each  locker 
room  also  has  its  own  sauna  and 
handicapped-accessible 
restrooms. 

Livingston  alumni  are  wel- 
come to  join  the  Recreation 
Center  for  open  recreation  activi- 
ties. To  participate,  alumni 
must  purchase  a Recreation  Card 
which  allows  use  of  Livingston 
Recreation  Center  only.  A 6- 
month  card  is  available  for  $141 
and  is  payable  at  the  Main 
Office.

Quads,  where  the  problems 
occurred,  were  designed  to 
foster  an  open,  community 
feeling.  But  this  design  makes 
them  particularly  vulnerable 
to  vandalism  and  entrance  by 
outsiders.  The  College  has 
recommended  a series  of  edu- 
cation, self-policing  and  struc- 
tural changes  to  combat  the 
security  difficulties. 

Otherwise,  Livingston 
seems  to  be  on  a roll!  Despite 
the  budget  cuts  by  Trenton 
(write  to  your  state  represen- 
tatives!), enrollments  are  up, 
staff  is  enthusiastic,  faculty  is 
more  involved,  and  others  in 
New  Brunswick  continue  to 
notice  and  admire  us.
